This thing when Dauid greatly 
milliked, and ſapde, that ſuche a fellowe 
coulde not be fo muche puniſhed, which 
hauing ſo many of his owne, woulde ſo 
vniuſtlp take the poꝛe mannes Lambe:

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Nathan pꝛonounced euen that onely be 
had committed the like face, 

Vrbinia a virgin veſtall, being taken 
in adultrie, was whipped aboute the Ci⸗ 
tie with roddes, and afterwardes accoꝛ⸗ 
ding to the manner, was buryed aliue. 
And ok the Adulterers whiche medled 
ith hir, the one llew him ſelle, the other 
the ouerſeers of the Temple, caulſed to be 
recuted openly in the markette place.

Unto this harlot came Demoſthenes 
ſecretely,deſiring to be receiuod into hir 
grace, but when ſhe required ten thou⸗ 
ſand groates foz hir reward: Demoſthe- 
nes as one aſtonied with the wanton⸗ 
neſſe of the woma, and the great ſumme 
which ſhe required, turned from hir, and 
ſaid, J wil neuer buy repentãce ſo deare. 

Cyanippus of Syracuſe, foz that he did 
ſacrifice fo all the gods but Bacchus, was 
by him ſtricken with ſuche a dzunken⸗ 
neſſe, that meting his owne daughter 
Cyane in the darke, he defiled hir. But 
be, to the intent ſhee might after know 
Who it was with whome ſhee had to doe, 
foke a ring oft his finger, thereby percei⸗ 
ning that it was hir owne father.

But his companion, who had taken like 
paynes in bzinging vp of the birde,and 
could get no part of þ ſayd reward, came 
to the Emperour, and tolde him that he 
had an other crowe, which he requeſted 
Cæſar to capet him to fetch.

Whers 
with Cæſar was nothing offended , but 
bad the money to be deuided betweene

there afterwards when Orettcs and his 


Hilter went about to ſteale the Image 
of Diana, he was therefoze appꝛehended 
and bꝛought befoze the Ring And when 
he was adiudged to die, Pil ade made as 


as the truth was, offred himſelfe as the 
partie guiltie. And fo contended whe⸗ 
ther of them ſhould die.

ns Apothegmes 
betimes goe vnto my friendes, and de- 
fire them that J maye haue their helps 
to diſpatche this buſineſte: whyche thing 
the ſonne accozdingly dyd, and they no 
doubt pꝛompſed their apde. Whorefoze 
at nyghte when the Larke came home, 
all hir birdes beganne to flutter aboute 
hir, telling hir what they hadde hearde, 
and deſiring that ſhe woulde inconti⸗ 
nent carrie them to ſome other place, 
but ſhe willed them be contente,and bad 
them hearken the nert day what newes 
they coulde heare.

* Themiſtocles was ſo greued, to ſﬆ 
Milciades honoured fo: the greate con- 
gueſt he wonne at Marathea, fighting as 
gainſt the Barbarians : that he could not 
take his reſt. And being demaũded what 
cauſed him to be ſo watchfull 2 Be aun- 
ſwered,that Milciades triumphs, would 
not ſuffer him to fleepe. 

The king of the A ſirians, fo loued 
Gobrias, one of his Noble men, that he 
meaned to iopne his daughter in marry 
age with Gobrias ſonne. Wherewith 
Gobrias being well content, ſent his on⸗ 
ly ſonne to the king, that they mighte

Peaning 

that it were far better with gentlenelle 

to pꝛeſerue ſuche a citie, than with ſuche 

auſteritie to deftroy it. Ex Plut. in La. 
Theodocius the youger was of ſuche Tal 

and ſo wonderfull humamtie,that when 

his friends demaunded him why he dyd 

not behead ſuche as had conſpired hys 

death: he aunſwered: J had rather re- 

ſloze ſuche as are dead to lyfe, than fo 

put to death ſuche as are alyue.

in hande, And in the Senate houſe cal- 
led him lellowe Emperoure, curteoully 


intertapned him into his palace, cauſed 


him to be apparelled with his imperiall 
robes, and when he went in pꝛogreſſe, 
toke him as his companion to ryde with 
him. And when he him ſelle wente on 
fate, be woulde cauſe him to ryde on 
hozſebacke. And finally when by the 
lawe he was condemned to dye, he gaue 
him his like, and koꝛgaue him his kault. 

Traianus the Emperour, which ſucce⸗ 
ded Nerua, did ſo ſurmount his pꝛedeceſ⸗ 
ſours in humanitie and gentlenefie,that 
when his friends blamed him, and (aids 
he was tw gentle vnto his ſubiectes: he 
anſwered, that he behaued him ſelfe tos 
wardes them, as he woulde wilhe that 
they ſbould do towards him, 

Sigiſmunde the Cmperour layde, that 
thoſe Pꝛinces of all others were moſte 
happica and foztunate, which expel _ 
ou 
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put of their courte the malicious and 
pꝛende, and retapne ſuche as be mercys 

full and gentle. Aeneas Siluius de dictis 
Sigiſmun Impe. 

Alexander hauing taken Porus king Licoft, 
of Vadis captiue, offered to giue him his 
requeſt in any thing that he ſhoulde rea⸗ 
ſonably demaunde. Wherefoze king 
Porus deſired him that he might be vſed 
lyke a king. At which wozds Alexander 
ſmiled , and ſayde : A meaned ſo fo do, 
albeit thou hadde ſt not deſired it, though 
not fo2 thy ſake, pet foz my owne honoz 
and honeitie, Ex Bruſo. li 3. cap. i3.

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ef when cerfapno of his ſouldiers blas 
med him, and ſayde, that if he had not 
recepued. them, the Ca e. woulde 
haue yelded vnto him ere long: he an⸗ 
ſwered, that he dyd moze eſterme their 
lynes, than the conqueſt of a hundzed 
ſuche cities. A notable ane, and woz⸗ 
thy verpetuall memoz2te, And afterwars 
des the citie, which with foztie thouſand 
men of armes he coulde not ſubdue, by 
trat kindene ſle, without any effuſion of 
bloud ptelded vnto him.

But he cried dut, and ſaid, J appeale, Apz 
peale(quod the king)vnto who doſt thou 
appeale? Unto the O king (quod he) it 
thou wilt awake heare me. Whervpd 
the king began to awake t be moze attẽ⸗ 
| ftueti his cauſe,t perceining that be had 
done him wzong, he did not renoke hys 
fozmer iudgement, but payed him ſelke 
the ſumme, wherein Macheta was con ⸗

where his ſonne after him ſhould fit to 
gue ſentence, Bruſ li 3. cap. io. 

Marcus Antonius the wyſe Philoſo⸗ 
pher, and mightie Emperour was wont 
to ſay, that pꝛiuate perſons had many 


iudges, but Pzinces and Magiſtrates 
haue onely God to be their iudge. As by 


this example folowing may appeare, 
Anxo dewains.tio jg. twotamous Arche 
biſhops of Meni beeing right vertueus 
and wel diſpoſed pzelates, were cruelly 
and tirannouſly delt withal, e intreated 
by the biſhoppe of Rowe. Their names 
were Henric and Chriſtian, This Henry 


hauing intelligence that he was com 
p:apned of to the Pope, ſent a learned 
man, (an eſpeciall friend of his) named 
Arnolde, to excuſe him. But this honel 

man 
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man Arnolde, in ſteade of an excuſer 
became an accuſer , bzybing the chiefe 


Cardinalles with god golde : by which 
meanes be obfayned of the Pope thoſs 
two Cardinalles to be ſente as inquiſt⸗ 
tours, and onelp doers in that pꝛeſent 
caſe. The which (comming to Germa⸗ 
nie) ſummoned the ſayde Henry, and 
depoſed him of his Archbiſhopzicke (foz 
all that he could do) either by iuſtice, oz 
lawe, ſubſtituting in his place the ſayds 
,Arnoide, vppan hope (no doubte) of the 
Eccleſiaſticall golde. Wherevpon that 
vertuous and honozable Henry ſpake 
vnto thoſe peruerſe iudges on this wiſe: 
Ik J ſhoulde appeale vato the àpoſto⸗ 
like ſes fo2 pour vniuſt pꝛoceſſe had a⸗ 
gapnſt me: perhappes the Pope would 
attempte nothing moze herein than 
you haue, neither ſhoulde J winne any 
thing by it, but onelp tople of bodp, loſe 
of ged,qffliction of minde, care ok heart, 
and miſſing of his fauoz, Wherfoze ds 
appeale vato the Lozd Jeſu Chailt,as fo 
the moſt higheſt and iuſt iudge, and cite 


you beſso2e his iudgement, there to an- 


lwere befoze the high iudge. Foz neither

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iuſtly no2 godly (but by coꝛruption as it 
pleaſed you, ys haue iudged me. Mher⸗ 
to they ſcoffingly anſwered:go you firſt, 
t we wil folow you.

Whereof 
the two Cardinals hauing intelligence, 
ſapd one to the other, ieſtingly: beholde 
he is gone befoꝛe, and we muſt folow,ace 


coꝛding to our pꝛomiſe. And verily they 
ſaidtraer than they were aware of, foz. 
within a while they died in one day. Foz 


the ons ſitting on a iakes to eaſe himſelf 
voided out al his intrels into p dꝛaught, 
& milerably died. The other gnawing of 
the fingers of his hands, ſpitting them 
out of his mouth (all defozmed in deuou⸗ 
ring himſelf) died. And likewiſe not log 
alter the ende of theſe men, the fozelapd 
Arnolde (moſte hozribly) in a ſedition, 


Was llapne: and certayne dayes, lying 


ſtinking aboue the grounde vnburied, 
was open to the ſpople of euer raſcall 
and harlot. Ex domino Fox. 

As ”Pcolome was on a time playing at 
tables, one came to him, reading the 
names of ſuch as were codemned, with 
the crimes that they had committed, to 

know 
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knowe what kinde of execution eche of 


them (accozding to their deſerts) would 


ſuſtapne. But Bernice, Ptolomes wife 
toke the ſcroule of his hand, and would 
not ſuffer him make an ende of reading. 
And ſayde that he ought not go [6 vnatd⸗ 
niſedlp to wozke, when they intreate of 
lite and death, but leauing or their game, 
ſhould go to it in earneſt. Bno wing that 
the lyfe of man is of greater impoz⸗ 
taunte, than a caſte at tables. Which 
wiſe wozds of hirs greatly pleaſed the 
wiſe P2tnce, and after that he woulde 
neuer determine of ſo weightie a mat⸗ 
ter, beloꝛe he had rightly t dulp conſide⸗ 
red the ſame, Ex Aeliano. li. 4. de Va. hi. 


When Zeuxis an excelltt painter had I; colt. 
poztrayed the picture of Helena, Nico- * 


ttratus an othe: painter cd mingby,cazed 
a long time on p artittciall wozkmäſbip 
thereof, An other of his neighbours c6- 
ming that way, went to Nicoſtratus and 
aſzed him why he wondzed lo muche at 
ſo common a thing? O (quoth he) il thou 
hadſt mine epes, thou woldeſt not think 
it common. Alluding fo our pꝛouerbe: 
A blinde man can not iudge of colours.

with all diligence poztrayed a paſſing 


prece ; a ſhoemaker came by, and founde 
taulte with the ſhoe, ſaying, that there 
wanted a hemme in the beele, which re⸗ 
p2ofe of hys, Apclles (authoz izing bys 
ſcience) twke in god parte. But the next 
day comming by agapne, he ſapde that 
the legge was net well fozmed.

Negabiſus an. affectionate fellowe 
ſometimes would greatly commend the 
rude wozkemanſhippe of the Paynter, 
and at an other tyme woulde diſpzayſe 
very artificiall wozkemanſhip, Mher⸗ 
foze Xeuxes ſonnes holding a papn⸗ 
ting ſticke in their handes, would laugh 
and mocke him to ſcozne, TWWherewith

Peas 
king that a wiſe man is only bounde to 
vertue, and in all things oꝛdereth his life 
Accozding to cquitie and iuſtice. Lacr. li. 

When Cyrus was a bop, his maiſter 
gaue him this arguinet to teach him the 
rule ot perfea iuſtice. Where wer (quoth 
he) two bopes, the one great, and he had 
a little coafe, the other little, and he had 
a great coate, nowe this little bope put 
of his owne great coate, and did putte on 
bis fcllowes little coate, V as this god 
iuſtice quoth d maſter,o2 no: Pea (quoth 
Cyrus) koꝛ by this meanes eche ok them 
had a ſitte coate. Nay quoth his maſter 
thy iudgement 1s falſe. oz iuſtice com⸗ 
maundeth to giue euerp one his owne. 
And ſo toke him vp and beate him. 

On a time as Carolus Caluus the 
French king was ſitting at dinner, and 
was ſerued with a certain diſhe of fiſhe, 
wherin were two great ones and a litle 
oue, after he had therof ſnfficiently take 
bis repait, he ſet downe the ſaive ſiſhe to 
lahanacs dcotus, tg diſtribute with — 

other 
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two clarkes that were ſitting with him, 
which were two fall mightie perſons, hs 
himſelf being but a little man, Iohannes 
taketh the fiſhe, of the which the two 
great ones he carued to himſelfe:the lit⸗ 
tle fiſhe be reached to the other two 
whole vntufte deuiſion the king behol⸗ 
ding, repꝛehended him therfoze. But he 
anſwered and ſaide that he would pꝛoue 

this deuiſion to be bothe iuſt and equall. 
Foz here (ſapth he) be two great and a 
little, popnting to the two great fiſhes, 
and him ſelfe: and likewiſe here a⸗ 
gaine is a little one, and two great, poin⸗ 
ting to the little ſiſh, c the two great per⸗ 
ſons.

Glaucus in all his dealings was a ves 
ry iuſt and vpꝛighte manne, only in one 
thing a little departing from iuſtice, he 
was greatly plagued thcrefoze, On a 
time one Mileſius toke a greate ſumme 
of money to kepe, leauing a certen to⸗ 
ken whereby he mighte knowe howe, 
and to whome to reſtoze it againe.

Iohannes the Emperoure, and Hen. 
ricus Duke of Corinthe, being A long 
tyme at variance foz the kingdome of 
Boheme : there came one vnto this lo- 
hannes, who pꝛomiſed that if he ſhoulde 
haue any thing foz bis laboure, he wold 
popſon the Duke his ennimie. But this 
godly Emperoure ſo embzaced iuſtice: 
that he gaue him this ſharpe annſwere, 
If thou haddeſt killed Duke Henrtie, J 
not knowing thereok, and haddeft come 
to me fo2 a rewarde: J pꝛomiſe thee I 
woulde haue rewarded thee with a hal- 
ter, fo2 imbzuing thy hands with his re⸗ 
gal bloud. And wouldeſt thou, thou var⸗ 
let haue ben authoz cf ſo hozrible an 
ae ? Aneas Siluiu, lib 3. commentario- 
rum de rebus geſtis Alpho. 

On a tyme when the Abbot of a cer- 


taine Ponaſter ie was dead, there _

attenve and wayte, The King called bes 
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vnto the Courte of VVilliam Rufus then 
king of Englande two Ponkes of the 
ſame houſe: who befoze hadde gathe⸗ 
red muche money and made their friens 
des to the king, and offced large ofs 
ſredlarge offers, epther of them to be 
pꝛomoted vnto that dignitie.

Lhe Corinthians hearing that Phillip 
king of A acedenie, was comming to 
inuade they2 kingdome: began enery 
man to doe his cndeuoure to reſiſt his 
foʒce.

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Socrates anſwered him, J know thou vs 
ſeſt to walk betwene thy meales, which 
walke if thou vſe onwardes thy wap fs 
O!/ympus, within frue oz fire dapes thou 
ſthalte come there. Whereby the wyle 
man declared that it is rather a flouthful 
imagination, than oughte elſe, whichs 
maketh men afrayde to attempte any 
godneſſe. Fo2 if we ſhould ſuſtayne any 
labour, daunger, oz coſte, fo2 ſome ho- 
neſt matter: Loꝛde howe we ercuſe our 
ſclues, detracte the time, and caſt daun- 
gers? Whereas commonly in a thing 
of no value, pea ſometimes in vnhoneſt 
affayzes, we nothing ſticke to ſuſtapne 
the like o2 greater papnes.

the golde with him. Mherupon his ma⸗ 


fer was bzoughte befoꝛe the iudge. But 


his mother purpoling by accuſing hirſelt 
to excuſe hir ſonne, came and sffred hir 
ſelfe as the partie guiltie, and ſayde, that 
the treaſure was of hir hiding: On the 
other fide, the ſeruaunt refelledhir ſays 
ing, and earneſtly indeuoured to pꝛoue 
that it was his maſter that had hiddẽ it. 
His maſter all the while Foe ſtill and 
ſaide nothing. Wherefoze albeit Brutus 
(being iudge) perteiued by his ſcilence 
this accuſation to be true, yet hatung cõ⸗ 
paſſion on the vongman and his mother, 
diſmiſſed them, and badde them take the 
gold with them. But (&ing the vntruſti⸗ 


| neſle o the malapert ſeruaunte, who lg 


greatly deſired his maſters death, he cõ⸗ 
maunded that he ſhould be haged, accoz⸗ 
ding to the law of Seuerus the Emperoz, 


who made a lawe that if any ſeruaunte 


tomplained on his maſter, his complaint

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ſhoulde ſtande of no fozce, but that hs 


ſwonld be punilhcdtherkoze, Ex Plutarch. 
in Rom Apoth. 

When the Scyrbiant badde bene ſe- 
nen yeares together in A ia in warre⸗ 
fare, thepꝛ wines being wearp, and grie⸗ 
nedany longer to tarry foz them, thins 
king that by this time they were cleane 
befrroped ; determined to marrie wyth 
they; ſernauntes whiche were lelte at 
homes to keepe they? cattell.
